The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are My 
supported by the description, are made; 

I The inventions relating to claims 14-1 9 are inventions of a microcapsule manufacturing method 
wherein, after a film is formed on a superfine particle surface, said particle is removed, and 
microcapsules are thus obtained. While there is some description m the specification regarding such 
microcapsule manufacturing method, in actuality, the specification does not describe |V*c^*h« 
kind of particles are used, what specific type of thin film is formed, and by what specific method the 
superfine particles are removed. Further, no objective data is presented showing obtainment of 
microcapsules. Therefore, the inventions of claims 14-19 are not sufficiently supported by the 
specification.
